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ORDER RETURNING UNDOCKETED APPEAL TO EXAMINER 



This application was received at the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences on May 21, 2004. A review of the 
application has revealed that the application is not ready for 
docketing as an appeal. Accordingly, the application is herewith 
returned to the examiner. The matters requiring attention prior 
to docketing are identified below. 

An examination of the file reveals that an Information 
Disclosure Statement (IDS) was filed July 2, 2003 (Paper No. 26).

In addition, section 707.08 of the MPEP states: 

The full surname of the examiner who pre- 
pares the Office action will, in all cases, 
be typed at the end of the action. . ' . . 

After the action is typed, the examiner 
who prepared the action reviews it for 
correctness. The surname or initials of the 
examiner who prepared the action and the date 
on which the action was typed should appear 
below the action. If the examiner does not 
have the authority to sign the action, he or 
she should initial above the typed name or 
initials. . . . 



The Examiner's Answer mailed February 18, 2004 (Paper No. 29) is 
deficient because there is no signature or initials for Due Q 
Dinh. Correction is required.
